Claims 1-20 were originally presented for Examination.

Claims 1-20 were rejected.

Claims 1-5 8- 10-16 and 18-20 are pending in Instant Application.

All claims are allowed over the prior art of record. 



Allowable Subject Matter 



5. The following is the Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

6. As per claim 1, the most relevant prior-art of record is Sharma in view of Dubey that discloses the 
claim as set-forth in Final Office Action dated 9/19/2008. 

7. The prior art does not explicitly disclose or suggest the limitation of "when" said speculative 
expectation was converted to a non-speculative expectation, verifying whether said non-speculative 
event was generated by said agent signaling an error when said non-speculative even was not 
generated by said agent; when said speculative expectation was deleted, verifying whether said 
deleted speculative expectation was generated by said agent and signaling an error when said 
deleted speculative expectation was generated by said agent." 

In view of Remarks, page 11, second full paragraph, the details of "when" are argued as being 
necessitated by amendment, and therefore are interpreted as such. Meaning, all of the conditional 
statements that are being claimed are all true and valid, and not untrue. 
The claims are disclosed in the Specification as follows: 

1. (Currently Amended) A computer implemented method of verifying events generated by an 

agent, said method comprising: 

detecting a stimulus at an input of said agent (page 7 defined stimulus; "input to an agent 
under test for which an output from the agent under test may be expected by the 
checker, that is, for which an expectation may be generated by the checker" This 
includes an initial request to perform a memory operation, the responses to snoops 
by the agent under test, and the responses to reads from a memory space local to the 
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agent under test.); 

determining whether generation of an event by said agent in response to said stimulus is 
conditional; creating an expectation of said event based at least in part on said stimulus, wherein 
said agent is expected to generate said event; indicating that said expectation is speculative if 
when said generation of said event is conditional, so that said expectation is a speculative 
expectation (page 20); 

converting said speculative expectation to a non-speculative expectation if when conditions 
indicate that said even should be generated by said agent (page 19: converting correlates to 
"promoting"); 

deleting said speculative expectation if when said conditions indicate that said event should not 
be generated by said agent; if when said speculative expectation was converted to a non- 
speculative expectation, verifying whether said non-speculative event was generated by said 
agent signaling an error if when said non-speculative event was not generated by said agent 
(page 20; signaling is disclosed on page 21); 

if when said speculative expectation was deleted, verifying whether said deleted speculative 
expectation was generated by said agent and signaling an error if when said deleted speculative 
expectation was generated by said agent (signaling is disclosed on page 21). 

8. All claims are allowable because they incorporate allowable subject matter of the above-allowed 
claims. 

The art of record, either individually or in combination, fails to teach, suggest, or render obvious 
invention having the corresponding function that is claimed. In view of the foregoing, the Instant Claims 
of the present application are found to be patentable over the prior art.
